30 INMATES KILLED IN 
MIDNIGHT BLAZE. 


Pittsburg, July 26. 

While most of the {inmates wero 
in bed, fire swept the Home for 
the Aged of the Little Sistera of 
the Poor, resulting in harrowing 
acenes ard great loss ‘of life. The 
latest estimate of the denth-roll is 
30, while there ‘are still many 
people, missing.

. MEXICO DECIDES 
TO GO SILVER. 


GOLD CURRENCY TO BE 
WITHDRAWN. 


New York, July 26, 
Silver is henceforth to-be the 
sole legal tender in Mexico, and all 
gold coins are to be withdrawn from 
circulation, accarding to-a deciaion 
reported from Mexico City which 
has reached the Mexican bankers 
in consultation with the U.S, 
Treasury Department. ° 
The Bank of Mexico will become 
a federal reserve inatitution, under
